Doctor Wynn informs us that 
Doctor Felker attended to the usual of­ 
ficial business and was quite pleasant and 
cheerful, only complaining of fear that 
he bad taken cold by remaining in his of 
fice the day before without a fire in the 
stove. 
He had become chilly and feared 
that he was about to have an attack of 
ague, a disease that hail never afflicted 
him. 
Dr. Wynn with his carriage drove 
his friend to the six o'clock train for Am­ 
boy and on his departure the matter of 
ill feeling again came up, and a dos'e of 
quinine was 
suggested. 
Still Doctor 
Wynn did not dream of any serious ill­ 
ness. 
There was no indication of a ny­ 
thing of the sort from careful examination 
of tongue and pulse. 
When the Doctor 
arrived at his home he complained of a 
severe pain in the stomach and sought re 
lief from an emetic; but fell dead soon 
after taking the dose. 
It may be that in 
the natural straining to throw off the 
emetic an artery was ruptured.* It has 
been suggested that the severe injury that 
the Doctor received some years since by 
being upset in a wind storm, while riding 
in his buggy,may have been a cause for an 
enfeebled constitution, or a local trouble 
that hastened his death. Dr. Felker was 
a man much respected as a neighbor, for 
rare social qualities; good sense and hon­ 
esty. 
He stood high in his profession and 
enjoyed a lucrative practice. 
John B. Felker was born in Wa shing­ 
ton county, Maryland, November 19 th, 
18 30, of German ancestry. 
His paternal 
grandfather was a soldier of the Ameri­ 
can Revolution; and his maternal grand­ 
father, Jacob Wiogert, was a United 
Brethern preacher. 
In 18 55 the subject 
of our sketch moved with his father's 
f amily to >lt. Morris, Ogle county, where 
the boy was educated, and aftei wards he 
studied medicine with Dr. Hewitt, at 
Franklin Grove. 
Graduating at Rush in 
I8 60 he located at Ashton 
In 18 62 he 
was appointed assistant surgeon in the 
Thirty-Fourth Infantry, but having a leg 
broken a ftyw days after by being thrown 
from a buggy, was unable to enter nhe 
service. 
In the spring of 18 63 he settled 
in Amboy where he has since resided and 
practiced his profession with success, lie* 
was a member of the American Medical 
Associations. 
Six 
years ago he was 
elected to represent (what is known as the 
minority Representative.) the counties of 
Whiteside and Lee in the legislature, an 
office he filled with honor and credit. He 
ha9 served in many local offices and was 
a number of times elected mayor of the 
city of Amboy. 
In November, 18 67, be 
was married with Miss E. Jennie Miller, 
who survives him. 
To that union have 
been born four children, Hartley Trusdell, 
now dead, and the following who mourn 
tho loss of a loving father: May Gertrude, 
John Boggs and Abraham Henry Felker, 
aged respectively as nam*ed from about 
sixteen to eight years. 
Doctor and Mrs. 
Felker were members of the Congrega 
tional church, the latter formerly belong­ 
ed to the German Reform. 
The funeral 
will take place on Sunday at half past ten 
in the morning.

CAPTURING A 
MAN 
EATER. 


Hunting the Shark In Hanoii — Nooning 
the Monster While A'leejt. 
Though it did not take m long to reach 
the spot where the man eater was known 
to he. yet night had fallen on them, and 
it was hy tie* light of torches made of the 
baked kernels of the candle nut strung 
upon cocoa leaf fiber that we drew near 
the iieet.

carefully, just enough strain being kept 
on the line to raise the captive’s body 
clear of the bottom. 
Sometimes the 
shark would tie a little restive, and then 
we all waited “ until,” as the doctor said, 
“ he rolled over 
and went 
to sleep 
again.” 
A t length we were close in to the 
beach, and all but two canoes were 
drawn up on the sands to wait for day­ 
light. 
The two rem aining ones lay over 
the sleeping niuhi, the end of the line to 
which he was secured being taken on 
the beach, and then all hands took turns 
in watching and sleeping. 
The job 
m ight have been completed that night, 
but this the K ahuna forbade. 
“ We h ave the right to srrnre the man 
eater in the night, while lie is drunk,” 
he said, “ but we m ust wait for daylight, 
when he is sober, before we kill him .” 
By daylight a crowd of people had as­ 
sembled on the beach, and the signal 
was given from the canocs that the niuhi 
was awake and getting jestive. 
So the 
long line was seized by a hundred hands; 
it straightened out, and then, am idst the 
trium phant song of the K ahuna (who 
took immense credit to himself for the 
capture) and the yells and laughter of 
the crowd tram ping away with the rope, 
the enraged man eater, thrashing and 
plunging about, was drawn out of the 
water and over the yellow sands. 
As 
bis huge body plunged hither and thither 
he snapped savagely at everything, but 
in vain. 
A crowd of the fishermen were 
always about him, raining a shower of 
blows on bis ugly head, until he lay, 
beaten to death, on the shore.—F.

ItentUnis from Alight to Left, 
There was no doubt a good reason for 
the practice of the Hebrews to read and 
to write from right to left. 
We have 
often speculated and inquired about it, 
and while we could not learn or discover 
anything very tangible in regard to it, 
we are quite convinced that the most 
pertinent reason lies in the fact that our 
vision from right to left is much clearer 
and stronger than it is from left to right. 
Naturally, so 
we ar© informed, there is 
no difference in nerves or in the optic ar­ 
rangement of the human eye between the 
right or left eye, yet our own inquiries 
and observations show dearly that we 


are all, or most all. disposed,' when we 
take an article of merchandise or a pict­ 
ure or anything else for examination into 
our hands, to look at it from right to left, 
and not from k*ft to right. 
♦Since we have endeavored to fathom 
this question, we can see quite an advan­ 
tage to the eye by reading from right to 
left. 
If we read from left to right, the 
parts read are yet continually before us; 
while, if reading from right to left, the 
parts read are tiien beyond our sight, and 
the parts to U* read are unobstructed in 
view. 
Now*, w hen we write from left to 
right, the line we are writing is rather a 
delusion to the eye, while if we write 
from yg ht to left nothing is immediately 
in front of our vision hut a clear space. 
Even the pen and its shadow cease to ex­ 
ercise a less disturbing effect fr« m right 
to left, while from left to right much an­ 
noyance is experienced by men wdio have 
much writing to do. 
Our observation 
shews that, unaware, people use their 
eyes from right to left whenever or wher­ 
ever they go into close examination of 
anything, whatsoever that may 
Ik*; just 
as they would naturally raise their right 
hand in order to get a clearer sense of 
feeling by touch.-— Hebrew Journal. 


A Ni*w Illum inant. 
“ Portable sunlight” is the name given 
to a new' illuminant, of which a public 
test has just been* made in Glasgow by 
Luther & Rose, the patentees. 
It is ob­ 
tained by the evaporation of creosote, tar 
or other hydrocarbon oils, and it pro­ 
duces an intense white flame up to 
3,000 
candle power, at a cost of about two 
cents per hour per 
1,000 candles. 
The 
apparatus consists of a steel cylinder for 
the oil, tested up to a pressure of 200 
pounds to the square inch, surrounded 
by a cast iron jacket to prevent condensa­ 
tion, and the vapor is raised by the slow 
combustion of a coke fire placed under­ 
neath. 
From the cylinder the vapor is 
carried through a tube to the combustion 
box on the top, into which air is intro­ 
duced in tho proportion necessary for 
proper combustion, with the result that 
dazzling light ’is produced,—Public 
Opinion.
